Daughter’s Sweetheart Tells How He

Vienna Consents to Her Hus- 
band’s Punishment. 


“The workhouse is the best place for 
you," declared Judge Daniel O'Connell 
Tracy to Edward Vienna, a wife beater, in 
. the First District Police Court, Wednesday 
morning. You deserve the punishment. 
You are fined $60." 

Vienna resides at 23001 Oregon avenue. 
Tuesday morning he chased his wife 
around their back yard with a knife. 

Charles Ehret, 22. a sweetheart of 
Vienna's eldest daughter, lives across the 
street at 2862 Gravols- avenue. 

Ehret, his friend, William Peters, and a 
number of neighbors saw the attack. Over- 
come with indignation, the party, led by 
Ehret, seized Vienna, bound him to a 
clothes post with his wife's clothes line 
and kept him there more than an hour de- 
spite his frantic efforts to break away. 

In the meantime the whole neighborhood 
Gathered about Vienna and told hm 
what they thought of him. If tongue- 
lashings were mortal Vienna would have 
been fataliy wounded the first 10 minutes 
of his confinement. 

Shret then summoned Officer Charles 
Bell of the Second District and Vienna 
was taken to the Four Courts. 

He was tried in the First District police 
court Wednesday morning Mrs. Vienna, 
Charles Khret and William Peters were 
the witnesses for the prosecution. 
Supported Children 

Fourteen Years. 

“For 14 years I have supported myself 
and four children,” stated Mrs. Vienna 
to Judge Tracy. 

“By weshing, 


ironing and mending I 
keep the family. My husband earns $2 
& day when he works, but spends the 
most of it for drink. In the last month 
he only gave me $3 for the family. 

“lle is very cruel. He has beaten me 
many times. Tuesdsy morning I was 
washing in the yard. There wasn't a 
cent in the nouse and wouldn't be until 
1 got the washing and ironing done and 
could collect some money. 


“He followed me around the yard with 
a knife in nis nand. He then went out 


in the street after the sprinkler had 
‘passed and walked over the clean clothes 
He tormented me 
until I was almost crazy. 

“Then ithe neighbors came over an4 
tied him to the post. He, fought them 
and cursed trem and me.” 

Ehert told the court that he had known 
Vienna to m'streat his wife for months. 

“Jt grew so bad," he testified, ‘“‘fhat ev- 
eryone in the vicnity pited the poor woman 
and wished someth'ng could be done to 
- Make him Iet her alone. His distrurbances 
could be heard any night.

Terminal Record 
‘With the City. 


In answer to Delegate McCarthy, Mr. 
Devoy admitted that the Terminal Asso- 
ciation had always compelled shippers to 
live up to their agreements. 

“But the Terminal,’’ said Mr. McCarthy, 
"never lives up to its agreements with the 
city.” 

Mr. Devoy argued against establishing 
tefminals on this side of the river, because, 
he insisted, it would result in a serious in- 
convenience to the shipper, and in addi- 
tion cost him more for switching cars 
than he pays at the present time. 

He feared that to have the terminals 
heré would mean that each road would 
have a separate depot, and said that with 
the Louisville & Nashville freight station 
in Bremen and the Missouri Pacific at 
Carondelet, and other lines at equally re- 
‘mote points, the terminal facilities of St. 
Louls would be seriously handicapped. In 
Chicago the charge for shipping some cars 
in this way was $10 per car. 

Mr. Kingsland answered this by saying 
that the same argument would hold true in 
St. Louis under present terminal condi- 
tions, ‘3 

While President Francis predicts an ex- 
tensive passenger service for the World's 
Fair as a result of its passage, the loop 
bill in nowise provides for interurban 
traffic. It merely enlarges the terminal 
facilities between Eads bridge and Union 
Btation, but to do this desires to occupy 
$1 additional feet in width along the levee 
front. , 

It is apparent, however, from President 
Francis’ remarks, which are given here in 
full; that the termina! contemplates erect- 
ing an elevated stru@fure from Union Sta- 
tion to the World's Fair Grounds. 


Terminal Owns 
Needed Property. 


Il’resident Francis said: 

“I am here in behalf of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition to advocate this meas- 
ure because in the judgment of the exposi- 
lion company and in my individual judg- 
ment, it is a good measure for the commer- 
cial interests of the city. It wil] increase 
the trarsportation facilities of St. Louis 
and be of great benefit to every section of 
the city and to every class in the com- 
munity. As I understand this measure, it 
provides that what is known as the Fads 
bridge shall be permitted to make a loop 
in @ southwesterly direction from the west 
side of the bridge and cross the intervening 
Streets, taking a circular route and reach- 
ing the levee at abeadt the foot of Market 
street. 


“All the property needed has already 
been acquired ty the Terminal] Association, 
and it is asking now for the right to 
cross the intervening streets where the 
proposed loop will reach the levee. All 
the priyace property which this loop will 
occupy has been acquired by the Terminal 

ociation. All it asks from the city is 
the privilege of crossing the streets from 
the levee to Union Station, in a parellel 
line and adjoining present tracks. The 
Increased octupation of the streets will 
be by the piers or abutments to the ele- 
‘vated structure now existing and will .in- 
crease the width of that structure by 31 
feet. 

“The bill provides that the Terminal As- 
somlation shall pay to the city freasury 
$150,000. It has a. provision that this work 
‘hell be completed and the structure ready 

operation on or before May 1, 1904.

It has been a menace to public 
health since its operation began. Here 
tomes now the Terminal Association and 
offers to remedy that situation and asks 
only for the privilege of widening its cross- 
ings on the streets.and its structure on 
the levee. I am here in the interest of the 
World's Fair to ask that this measure be 
passed. You do not need to be told how 
much this city fas at stake in the exposi- 
tion, to be held here next year, or to con- 
sider what would be the condition of af- 
fairs if we should be visited with another 
flood next year without an increase of ter- 
minal facilities. It would mot only be a 
loss to the city of St. Louts, bat would 
be a Aisarace to the municipalit=. 

“Tt am told that if this loop ordinance ‘ts 

_- paseed the Terminal Association can in- 
erease the capacity of the bridge three 
fold and can run trains over it on a one- 
minute schedule. 

“tinless something ofthis kind ts done, 
the xposition will be a failure. We must 
inerease transportation facilities of the 
railroads entering St. Louis and we must 
aleo increase the facilities of the steam 
railroads for transporting people to the 
grounds of the Exposition. 

“We have made an outlay of $15,000,000 
and have invited the world to be opr 
guosts..

IOWA CITY, Io., June 17.~A feature of 
the commencement exercises at the Uni- 
versity of Iowa today was an address by 
United States Senator George F. Hoar of 
Maseachusetts, who said in part: | 

“The fate of the nation depends in the 
last resort on individual. character. Every- 
thing In human government, like everything 
individual, depends ir the end on individual 
conduct. Whatever safeguards, however 
complicated or well adjusted, the mechan- 
ism, you come to a place somewhere where 
safety depends upon somebody having the 
wiil to do right when it is in his power and 
may seem to his intorest to do wrong. 
When the people were considering the 
adoption of the constitution of the United 
States, one of our wisest statesmen said 
that the real and only security for a re 
public is when the rulers have the same 
interest as the people. If they have not 
constitutional restraints, will break down 
somewhere, except for the seree of duty for 
the rulers. 

“All elections depend upon this principle. 
You may multiply election officers and re- 
turning boards, you may provide for an

“Organized Labor Will Never Know It

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 17.—One of 
the greatest insurance companies in the 
world is about to be formed by the National 
Association of the Manufacturers. 

The company wil] protect its members 
from Joss from strike and will insure non- 
union labogerm against physical injuries and 
financial loss arising from coercion of 
strikers. 

The company will have a backing of $100.- 
000.000. The executive committee held a 
secret meeting in New York r.ucently. Plans 
were formulated and now are almost 
complete with a company organized ayd 
with practically unlimit capital D. M. 
Parry, president of the National Assoclation 
oe Manufacturers, confirmed the above out- 

ne. 

“While the plans are somewhat tn a for- 
mative stage.’ he said. “yet I have little 
doubt that they will be worked out to a 
feasible basis. and I have confidences in the 
new company being able to accomplish 
much good. Able gentlemen are taking the 
initiative in the matter, and I think what- 
ever they attempt to do will te certain of 
success.”’ 

“Will the company be a stock or a mutual 
company?’ he was asked. 

“T believe,’ said he. “that {t must neces- 
sarily be a mutual company. It ts likely 
that the membership will be kept entirely 
secret, only the officers of the company 
being known. If this be done. organized 
labor will never know, when it orders a 
strike. whether it is really fighting a com- 
bined capital or merely making an on- 
slaught on one individual.”

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Seemed Imminent, 


CAPT. FRENCH DENOUNCED 
THE STATE'S ATTORNEY 


Conflict Prevented by the Quick Action 
of the Military Guard, Who Seized 


the Attorneys and Main- 
tained Peace. 


JACKSON, KY., June f.—Another 
tragedy in the Breathitt County courthouse 
secmed imminent to-day when Capt. Fulton 
French tn his address to the jury after 
denouncing the states witness in the trial 
of Curtis Jett and Sam White as perjurors, 
called County Attorney Blanton a liar. 

Blanton returned the lie and sprang 
tewards French, who was ready for the 
cembat. Fortunately militiamen who had 
been stationed near the railing about the 
Judge’s bench, seized Blanton and pre- 
vented a col ision. 

There was a panic among the women in 
court, and many men near the doors hur- 
ried out of the range of the bullets that 
were expected to fly. 

Finaliy Judge Redwine, with the aid of

acting Sheriff’ Jones and the military 
— succeeded in restoring quiet. The 
court repremanded Blanton, and sternly 
ordered French to confine himself to parlia- 
mentary language. 
| Capt. French was the leader of his fac- 
, tion in the notorcus French-Eversole ven- 
detta, in which nearly fifty men were 
Killed. He has proven his courage, and 
for some reason, not clearly apparent, 
‘seems to have warmly espoused the Hargis 
side of the present feud. He is the lead- 
ing counsel for Jett and White. 

A strong guard of state troops surrounded 
' the courthouse to-day. The Gatling gun is 
| planted on the east side of the courthouse, 
commanding all approaches. Sharpshooters 
‘are stationed in second story of the court- 


house. 

The hall runs through the courthouse 
north and south, and a side hall east from 
the main hall. The gun can be rapidly 
moved to direct its fire north, south or 
east, as may be required. Across the street 
from the courthouse, on the north side, is 
the two-story brick store of the Hargis 
brothers. The windows of the building 
command the courthouse on all sides at a 
cistance of from 20 to 30 yards. 

Judge Redwine, in ins.ructing the jury, 
said that if the evidence showed that 
Jett and White killed Marcum it should 
bring. in a verdict of guiity and fix the 
punishment at death or life imprisonment, 
but if there was a reasonable doubt tha 
the men were not guilty they should acquit 
them. 

An exciting incident»of the trial was an 
assault made on Gray Haddocks, who 
testified that he saw men running from 
Ewen's burning hotel, one of whom he 
thought was Joe Crawford, Hargis’ team- 
ster. Haddocks was on the bridge when 
attacked by three men, who threatened to 
throw him in the water. The provost guard 
was attracted to the scene,.and just as 
he arrived one of the men, who was on 
horseback, drew his pistol. Seeing the 
uard he hastily rode away and escaped. 

is two companions, Lee Gay and Louis 
Johnson, from Perry County, were arrest- 
ed. Gay was charged with carrying con- 
cealed weapons and Johnson with assault. 
They refused to talk. 

The secret departure on the part of the 
Ewen family and arrangements for the 
rest to get away indica es the feeling that 
Ewen’'s life was not considered safe, even 
after all of his property had been de- 
stroyed.

Capt. Ewen, denied insurance on his prop- 
erty because of the aaarchy of the county 
in which he lives. is made a pauper in a 
night by incendiaries because he was an 
eye-witness of the murder of Thomas 
Sarcum. and could not be bribed or in- 
timiduted either into perjuring himself 0) 
retusing to testify against the assassins. 

The fact that Capt. Ewen has been mad¢ 
to suffer thus because he dared to tel. 
the truth surprises no one acquainted wit! 
conditions in Breath.tt County. The onl) 
surprising feature about this latest man.- 
festation of Breathitt lawlessness is tha 
it shonld not have been postponed a little 
at least until after the conclusion of the 
triats and, perhaps, the departure of the 
troops. That it should have been mad: 
during the progress of the trial of Jett and 
White, at the very feet of the judge con- 
ducting the trial, seeins so unnecessary 
ar to be explainable on no other theory 
than that of impatience to begin the cow- 
araly work of ruin and assassination 
agiuinst him who is manly enough to re- 
fuse to become a party to murder, or on 
ihat of eagerness to intimidate others from 
—< what thev know of the men who 
rule Breathitt County by hiring sneaks to 
shoot in the back any one who chances to 
tneur their displeasure. 

The deed is entirely in keeping with the 
methods of this infamous crew. These 
methods are so successful that whi'e hun. 
dredy of “witnesses” can be secured for 
the defense of Jett and White it has been 
almost impossible. even with military pro- 
tection, to Ket a witness for the prosecu- 
tfon Inte court, and even Capt. Ewen did 
not dare admit that he knew the nfurderer 
of Mareum until he had the protection of 
the state militia. The very neighbors of 
Capt. Ewen refused to lift a hand to save 
his property from destrvction because, with

His hands and iegx are marked with the 


scratches made by the monkey tn the cage 
where Jesse was placed to make a wild boy 


of him. 
This is the story as Jesse told it to the 


Post-Dispatch: 
“I like horses, and when shows come to 


town I always like to see them. There has 
been a show up on &t. Clair avenue for 
more than a week. I played around it and 


watched the monkeys eat. 
“They taught me to walk the rope and 


promised to make a showman vut of me. 
They told me they'd give me vv ponies, 
a donkey, a suit and a dunce cap if I'd go 


with them. 
“lt know what a dunce cap 1s. Mamma 


thinks I don’t. It’s like a sock cap with a 


tassel on the top. 

“I played around the show nearly all day 
Saturduy. At supper I told mamma Id 
made up my mind what I was going to be.

WORLD’S FAIR AND THE TERMINALS. 
The mass of the people of St. Louis undoubtedly view with 


regret and alarm the use of the great weight and influence of 
the World’s Fair interests to force the free gift of valuable 
property and franchises to the rich and powerful railroad com- 
bine which controls all the bridges and terminals in St. Louis. 
President Francis, Breckenridge Jones of tie Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co. and other World’s Fair officials and directors 
practically demanded of the House of Delegates, in the name 
of the World’s Fair, that it pass the terminal loop bill without 
amendment, providing for compensation to the city or for 
better terminal rates and adjustments. 

In the letter written by Secretary Stevens for the executive 
committee asking the directors of the Exposition to attend 
Tuesday’s hearing in the House of Delegates it was stated 
that “the only interest the World’s Fair has is more adequate 
transportation facilities between the city and the grounds.” 

The terminal loop bill connects the bridge tracks with Union 
Station tracks. It cannot be made a part of the proposed belt 
line to convey passengers between the city and the World’s 
Fair grounds without additional franchises and elevated tracks 
on the levee. The loop is to connect with the bridge on a 
level with the bridge trackway far above the present elevated 
structute, Its admitted purpose is to convey passenger trains 

frei the Eads bridge to Union Station. We do not belittle its 
yalue as an addition to the facillties of the Terminal Railroad 
ae Association, but we protest against even the inferential claim 
that it is to be a part of a scheme to handle interurban traffic 
between the city and the World’s Fair grounds. ; 

President Ramsay of the Wabash had a plan for interurban 
traffic by a belt line which had no connection whatever with 
the loop or with any of the franchises asked for by the Ter- 
minal Association. In his dispatch to the Post-Dispatch he 
said his plan covered interurban passenger traffic and not the 
traffic from the East, which the loop is designed to take care 
of. Mr. Ramsay’s plan was set aside for this huge franchise 
and property grab of the terminal monopoly, President Francis 
himself being a potent factor in the rejection of the Ramsay 
plan. 

But even if the loop bill and the other privileges sought by 
the Terminal Railroad Association were needed by the World’s 
Fair why should the representatives of the World’s Fair de- 
mand thay these franchises and properties be given to the 
terminal monopoly without compensation and without an 
effort on the part of the city to obtain relief from the ad- 
mitted blight of present terminal rates and conditions? Why 

‘should they demand that St. Louis fatten a fat terminal mo- 
nopoly without any return or any guarantee of advantages to 

St. Louis commerce? 

The Post-Dispatch yields to none in loyalty to World’s Fair 
interests, nor in willingness to serve the World’s Fair and 
contribute to its success; but when the World’s Fair’s name, 
influence and interests are invoked to promote a scheme to 
enrich a great terminal monopoly at the expense of St. Louis 
we come to the parting of the ways; the Post-Dispatch, in 
the name of the people of St. Louis who have done so much 
for the Exposition, feels impelled to protest. We feel bound 
to ask why the World’s Fair influence is thrown on the side 
of the men who are trying to despoil St. Louis and to induce 
public servants to depart from the just principle of disposing 
of public franchises for fair compensation and on terms ad- 
vantageous to the city? 

Is it right, seemly or fair for the Exposition managers to 
interfere with the duty of the Municipal Assembly to apply 
just principles to franchise granting and to protect public in- 
terests against private greed—especially in the case of a bill

HINTS FOR CAMPING.

Rush for Land Is Making Our 
Northern Neighbors 
Wealthy. 


OTTAWA, Ont., June 17.—Tall stories of 
glittering piles of cash raked in by en- 
terprising land pioneers are told by mem- 
bers of parliament from the wild and 
woolly West. These enterprising pioneers, 
needless to say, are mostly Americans. 
They lead the way; others follow. 

They are not the kind who organize big 
syndicates and handle millions. They are 
individuals generally with a few modest 
thousands who get ahead of the crowd and 
pick up choice locations at $ or so an acre 


Populated but where the population has 
counted little in the apportionment, while 
the Conservatives, the next strongest qty, 
are chiefly from the rural sections where, 
districts as a rule, have not one-fourth the 
population of those in the cittes.

No Party Has 

a Majority. 

It was not to be expected that any party 
would have anything like a majority in 
the Reichstag. No party ever has had 
such a majority, but the government has 
had to form for its own purposes a com- 
posite majority of several parties leagued 
together on a basis of compromise. France 
has at times suffered much from a similar 
state of affairs, but In recent years she has 
manifested a strong tendency toward con- 
solidation of minor factions into two or 
three great parties, one of which shall have 
a clear majority, as in Great Britain and in 
the United States. 

No such tendency 1s, however, perceptible 
in Germany, and yesterday's polling filled 
the Reichstag with a dozen or more parties, 
no one of which, and no two together, 
will have a majority of that body. Such 
an assemblage is evidently not the most 
effective for profitable legislation. But it 
serves pretty well for a mere debating so- 
ciety, which is what Bismarck intended 
the German Parliament to be. 

Next to the interest in the growth of 
the socialist party, general attention was 
perhaps most fixed upon the tariff issue. 
That is what has most vexed German 
domestic politics for the last year or two. 
A new tariff law has been fomulated, but it 
has not yet gone into effect. This election 
will probably determine whether that 
law is to be put into effect, and, if so, in 
what spirit. Nor is that a wholly do-

“He has two daughters, nearly of age, 
now living in Hartford, and there are still, 
I believe, wealthy and titled relatives of 
the family in Germany.

Trade Topics. 


In its review of the grain crops’ con- 
dition during the past week the weather 
bureau states very plainly that in the 
greater part of the surplus winter wheat 
states the plant has deteriorated still 
further as a result of fly and rust. Other- 
wise the crop appears to have gotten 
along generally’ well. In California, 
was believed to be cut 
considerably short, the yleld is reported 
as heavy where harvest is going on. It 
is certain, however, that the July report 
of the government will lower the aver- 
age condition of winter wheat still more, 
perhaps below 80. It was 82.2 on June l. 
No statement has yet been made that the 
department will cut out the acreage lost 


by floods. Except a need of rain in the 
Dakotas and trying weather conditions 
in Washington, spring wheat was in 
promising condition. Not much injury as 
yet indicated. The bureau's report on 
corn is decidedly unfavorable, showing 
that a considerable acreage not plantea, 
and the crop late and making slow 
growth besides. Oats have done _ well, 
though’ needing rain in the Dakotas. 

The statement in a London cable that 
the rainfall so far in June for England 
was greater than in 1879, which the record 
years past, drew the statement 
from one of the old-time traders of the 
St. Louis market that wheat sold in 1879 
from 8U0c to $1.55, though the United States 
that year raised the greatest crop ever 
harvested up to that time. English crops 
were nearly all drowned out.
